for long. Not only does the coup lack 
support but the new civilian cabinet has 
little popular appeal. With the outstanding 
exception of Kim Ok-Gill, Education 
Minister—and she might not care to stay 
long—and the very partial exception of 
Deputy Prime Minister Lee Hahn-Been, a 
Harvard Business School graduate, it is a 
cabinet of technocrats without personal 
political support and with close affiliation 
to the discredited Government party. 
This party is now headed by Park’s 
nephew and Korean CIA founder, Kim 
Chong-p’il, who has just hired Park’s 
son-in-law as his assistant and is assuming 
the robes of Park’s heir presumptive. A 
wily man of no principle whatsoever and 
no friend of the United States, Kim would 
like to steer politics toward a partial Park 
system restoration headed by himself. The 
possibility that Kim Chong-p’il has been 
or will be in collaboration with General 
Chon’s coup will bear the closest watching. 


A Path to Disaster 


Such a scenario would mean that the 
Americans would nominally head 
potentially rebellious armed forces over 
which they may come to have no control. 
Thus 38,000 American troops might be 
caught in a dangerous internal melee in 
which North Korea’s powerful armed 
forces might be tempted to intervene. 

Whether the US Congress would then 
vote to come to the rescue of a Korea of 
this uncertain character is, at this point, 
anyone’s guess. But that an American 
political crisis with grave effects on the 
Carter Presidential campaign might then 
occur seems far from impossible. Violence 
in Korea has overturned an American 
administration before and could again. 

With very quick, very determined 
footwork and a Korean restraint which 
cannot now be predicted, these portents 
may be averted. A good deal of the 


footwork will have to come from the US. 
Its moderate, ever cautious, ever 
gradualist performance to date suggests 
the chances are not better than even that it 
can rescue itself and a stable Korea from 


the present morass. Korean sophistication 
and restraint—certainly not evidenced by 
General Chon—might still avail. 

If not, 38,000 US hostages in Korea, 
anyone?
